The  planting  season  is  not  regulated  by  any 
definite  date,  nor  by  the  state  of  vegitation 
at  the  locality  of  the  planter,  but  bv  the  con- 
dition of  the  trees  when  received.  Parties 
south  of  us  may  receive  their  trees  some 
weeks  after  their  season  has  been  opened,  yet 
when  planted  they  will  give  entire  satisfaction. 

In  the  Spring  customers  may  expect  their 
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PLANTING  SEASON,  Continued. 

stock  from  March  25th  to  April  25th,  accord- 
ing to  the  locality  of  the  planter.  In  the  fall 
we  begin  deliveries  from  October  25th  to  De- 
cember 1st,  allowing  the  stock  to  mature  fully 
before  digging.  The  Southern  shipments  re- 
ceive first  attention  in  the  Spring,  while  in  the 
Fall  the  Northern  shipments  are  started  on 
the  road  first.
